The know- 
ledge gained in this course will also be effective in saving home main- 
tenance costs and will establish a foundation for vocational opportunities 
open to the skilled finisher. 

This is a beginning course. The total number of hours of instruction 
is 45, of which approximately 40 hours are for practical application of 
knowledge and skills. The outline consists of ten major blocks of instruc- 
tion which are HubJlvided into scvernl tinits ench. lUock IX covers a 
comprehensive writt-.n behavioral measurera^^nt .
